Chances are bright that a gener¬ 
ally acceptable plan of cash advan¬ 
ces on farm stored grain can be 
worked by this fall, feels A. W. 
Platt, president of the Fanners’ 
Union of Alberta. 

tlhis optimistic view was express¬ 
ed by Mr. Platt on his return from 
a meeting Of western farm organi¬ 
zations, held in Saskatoon on May 
1 under the auspices of the Western 
Conference of the Canadian Feder¬ 
ation of Agriculture. 

“I am quite hopeful that we will 
be able to come up with a plan 
which will meet with the approval 
of farmers of Western Canada and 
at the same time, one the federal 
government will be prepared to in¬ 
stitute,’’ declared the F.U.A. presi¬ 
dent. 

Some four different schemes 
were developed at the meeting as 
practical methods for solving the 
present farm cash shortage. Be¬ 
cause additional information had to 
be secured on a number of points 
brought out during discussion, it 
was not possible to settle definitely 
on any of these schemes, Mr. Platt 
stated. As a result, a four-member 
inner committee was named to in¬ 
vestigate the various proposals ad¬ 
vanced. They will later submit a 
report to the central committee, 
setting forth Che most feasible 
scheme which could be presented 
to the government in Ottawa. 

Mr. Platt was cjtosen to represent 


the three western farm unions on 
this"committee. Others on the com-, 
mittee include J. D. Wilton, a Man¬ 
itoba farmer, representing the Fed¬ 
eration of Agriculture; J. E. 
Brownlee or alternate, United 
Grain Growers; Charles Gibbings, 
Kindersley, Sask., will speak for 
the Wheat Pools. 

The committee hopes to have a 
draft plan ready for submission to 
farm organization representatives 
with Che next six weeks.

Seeding operations finally got 
underway in eevnest this week as 
skies cleared following the snow 
:uid rain storm of last week anj 
the land dried out enough to en¬ 
able farmers to again start the 
oft-delayed spring work. 

Although somewhat later than 
•normal, vedlng will easily be com¬ 
pleted by the end of the month if 
the weather holds fine. 

Recivds kept by Erred King of 
Vulean show no appreciable rain 
in April, but theie were enough 
snowfalls and snow flurries during 
the latter part of the month to 
keep farmers from doing much 
field w'ork. Snow on April 2 
brought .14 of an inch of moisture 
and there was no measurable mois¬ 
ture again until April 21, when 
snow again brought .19 inches of 
precipitation. From April 26 to 30 
inclusive snow flurries added up to 
another .39 inches. This added up 
to a comparatively dry month, with 
only .72 of an inch of moisture 
recorded, all from snow, tout it 
was so scattered and the weather 
remained so cool that very little 
field walk could be done in the 
lust half of the month. In contrast, 
moisture front snowstorms in Ap-~ 
)(1 of last year was recorded at 
2 29 inches. 

Records for the month of May 
up to date show snow on May 12 
at .42 inches, rain on May 10 ad 
.03 inches, rain and snow on May 
11 totalling 1.48 inches,and rain 
on May 12 of .09 of an inch, far a 
total to date of 2.02 inches in Vul¬ 
can. 'This figure would vary some- 
what ovtr the entire district, with 
heavier snowfall being reported 
north and east last week and light¬ 
er snow and rain last week at 
Champion and south. In May 1955, 
total precipitation far the month 
was 4.81 inches. 

Precipitation records kept by S. 
L. Jones, ageht for fhe Searle Grain 

Co. at Champion show total mois¬ 
ture recorded for the week ending 
May 13 at 1.11 inches, with preci¬ 
pitation April 1 to May 13 totalled 
2.07 inches. For the same period 
last year the total was 2.58 inches, 
and the long-time average for that 
six-week period is 1.80 inches.

Gravelling of all the streets in town, done last 
year at a cost of some ten thousand dollars, has cer¬ 
tainly proven its worth this spring We can remember, 
a year ago, cars being stuck in ditches all over town 
and streets being so badly cut up that once you slipped 
into the ruts it was extremely difficult to get out. 

Possibly the muddiest streets this year have been 
the four downtown business blocks, where one is still 
liable to sink ankle-deep in mud in the ditches. These 
streets were not gravelled last year because it is pro¬ 
posed to hard-surface them. This will be an expensive 
undertaking, but well worthwhile. 

The question that is going to arise is whether or 
not the hard-surfacing of the four business blocks 
benefits the town as a whole or only benefits those 
businesses fronting on these four streets. In other 
words, should the town pay for this hard-surfacing 
project by way of a low-interest loan from the govern¬ 
ment or should the cost be met by a local improvement 
tax, payable on a frontage basis by the businesses on 
these streets ? ^ ‘ 

There are good arguments for both sides of this 
question and it is a matter that should be settled this 
year so that the hard-surfacing can be done without 
delay next year. The town of High River is doing a 
certain amount of hard-surfacing every year and we 
understand on good authority no local improvement 
tax is imposed on the property owners. 

We are inclined to think that hard-surfacing of 
streets in the business area would benefit the town 
as a whole and the matter of cost should be treated 
in the same light as gravelling of the residential streets 
last year. But there are certainly going to be differ¬ 
ences of opinion on this question and we would suggest 
that the town council find out from other towns that 
have embarked on hard-surfacing programs just how 
these projects were financed.

Very Few Drivers Know The Law 

We sat in on a court case the other day when 
the R.C.M.P. were emphasizing a section of the Act 
that says when another car overtakes you and indi¬ 
cates a desire to pass, it is your responsibility to give 
him room to pass, at least moving safely over to the 
right of the centre line of traffic, and possibly reduce 
your speed to make it safe for him to pass. If this be 
so, this is one phase of the traffic laws that few 
are acquainted with and, what’s more, very few pay 
attention to. We have followed heavy trucks for miles 
on end when the drivers would swing to the left on 
every gesture we would make to pass them. At the 
same time why should a driver who is already driving 
to the maximum speed, or within the Act, have to 
change his speed and position to accommodate a driver 
who obviously wants to drive at an unlawful rate of 
speed? It is good to know that the courts have recent¬ 
ly upheld the principle that all drivers are responsible 
for reasonable care when driving, whether they auto¬ 
matically have the right-of-way or not. Frequently 
situations arise that cannot be covered by the letter 
of the law, and it is here that the individual driver 
must interject some common sense.
